Introduces A BID 
To Allow Bridge 
Profits for Comity

PALMYRA, N. J., Feb. IS -A bill, 
County to obtain a profit from own­ 
ership of the Tacony-Palmyra and 
Burlington • Bristol bridges, has 
been Introduced by State , Senator 
Albert McCay. 
Tbe measure, McCay said, would 
amend the state bridge act to per­ 
mit the Burlington County Bridge 
Commission “to pay an adequate 
return or profit on the cost of the 
•pans” to the county. 
This, he added, would correspond 
with the federal statutes, under 
which the spans were built and 
later acquired by the bridge com­ 
mission. 
When tbe commission purchased 
the spans In 1948, It announced It 
had acquired them to obtain a pro­ 
fit for the county. It based its plan 
to obtain such a profit on the fed­ 
eral statutes. 
# 
Since then, however, litigation 
has prevented the commission from 
turning over this profit to the 
county. 
"The acts of Congress under 
which the bridges were built,” Mc­ 
Cay explained, “provide for a profit 
to the county. And during recent 
litigation, the state court quoted 
the two federal bridge statutes to 
tbe effect that they did provide for 
a profit to the county. 
But the 
court held that the commission was 
not anthorhRNl by mate statute to 
turn over that profit to the county. 
“In other words, the court ruled 
a provision was lacking In the 
•tate statutes for obtaining such a 
profit. My bill would supply tbe 
provision that la missing.” 
Meanwhile, the bridge commit- 
slon disclosed that approximately 
$1.060,000 was earmarked In 1962 
ae profit for the county, but that tbe 
court ruling bad prevented It from 
making payment.

Myers and O’Brien, from the 
Bucks county sheriff's office, along with two moving vans arrived at 
the home of Thomas Schwarts, 134 Grove st., this morning prepared to 
dispossess 8chw arts of the premises. 
The deputy sheriff a were armed with a writ of possession to the 
attorneys of the plaintiff, which Is the Delaware River Joint Commission. 
On Dec. 22 last year, Schwartx refused to leave his home when two 
deputies from the sheriff’s office went to his residence with notice for 
him to “get out”. 
Schwarts and three male boarders have been occupying the premises. 
The Schwarts family, with the exception of Mr. Schwartz, now lives 
in Levittown. 
The Schwartx house is located 200’ from the Morrisville end of 
the new Trenton-Morrisville bridge. It is a I 
story dwelliig containing

Mr. Schwarts had been offered 111,000 for the property by the 
Delaware River Joint toll bridge commission. He stated “it is ridiculous, 
and out of the question” and he is asking at least $19,000. He had been 
advised, according to report, by real estate men and appraisers that it 
ta worth $19,000. 
Two deputies from Bucks County sheriff’s office went to the 
Schwartx home last December with notice for Schwartz to get out. They 
offered to move the furnishings in the house to wherever he wanted 
them. 
The property is now claimed to be owned by the Bridge commission 
ae legal notice that had been given the family, had expired and the 
bridge commission claims it owns the house. 
Arriving at the 8chwart residence the deputies were again refused 
admission to the house and were compelled to force their way through 
a back door.
